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HIS  MAJESTY  J.  DOUGLAS  FERGUSON 

.  .  .  king  of  numismatics

(The  following  is  Glen  W  Littrell's  entry  in  National  Coin  Week  competition 
sponsored  by  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Littrell  honors  J  Douglas 
Ferguson  of  Canada,  noted  numismatist,  and  the  whooping  crane  on  a  large 
wooden  commemorative  -  Editor's  Note.) 


The  name  J.  Douglas  Ferguson  is 
like  an  eternal  inscription  on  a  tabloid, 
engraved  by  the  admiration  of  men 
who  have  known  him  on  the  road  of 
time  Fie  was  born  in  rural  Ontario  in 
1901  and  later  moved  to  Toronto 
where  he  completed  his  formal  educa¬ 
tion  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

His  success  in  the  field  of  business 
was  remarkable  and  before  he  retired 
he  served  as  chairman  of  the  Canadian 
Business  and  Industry  Committee  to 
NATO  and  was  vice  president  of  the 
OECD  World  Body  in  Paris. 

Ferguson  attended  his  first  ANA 
convention  in  1930  at  Buffalo.  N  Y. 
and  1 1  years  later,  in  1941.  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  ANA  at 
Cincinnati.  Ohio  He  has  also  served 
as  Honorary  President  of  the  CNA  for 
many  years. 

The  formation  of  the  J.  Douglas 
Ferguson  Foundation  and  its  annual 
Gold  Medal  award  has  served  as  a 
catalyst  for  numismatic  endeavors 
throughout  the  western  world 

J.  D  himself  has  been  the  recipient 
of  many  noteworthy  awards,  including 
the  Farren  Zerbe  award  in  1966.  which 
is  the  highest  award  in  American 
numismatics.  He  also  received  the 
Medal  of  Merit  of  the  AN  A  in  1 947  and 
the  Presidential  Medal  in  1948. 


His  famed  diplomatic  style,  sea¬ 
soned  with  a  generous  helping  of 
unpretentiousness  is  matched  by  a 
staggering  storehouse  of  numismatic 
knowledge 

The  need  and  desire  to  serve  others 
has  always  been  a  motivating  force  in 
his  everyday  life.  He  has  never  lacked 
appreciation  of  earth's  beauty  and  has 
looked  for  the  best  in  others  and  given 
the  best  he  had  His  life  has  indeed 
been  an  inspiration  to  all  who  know 
him.

Ferguson  shows  ten  crowns  in  the 
design  depicting  the  10  provinces  of 
Canada  and  a  canoe  and  lamp  repre¬ 
sent  logos  of  the  two  countries 
THE  MAJESTIC  WHOOPING  CRANE 
.  .  .  king  of  all  the  birds  that  fly 
(Grus  Americana) 

From  the  salt  marshes  of  Black  Jack 
Peninsula,  a  few  miles  north  of  Corpus 
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Christi.  Tx..  comes  an  unknown  cue 
and  a  select  gaggle  of  whooping 
cranes  take  off  and  spiral  up  into  the 
sky  until  they  disappear  into  the  blue 
yonder  Then,  dim  with  distance  come 
the  sound  of  buggling  as  the  vvhoopers 
sweep  north  through  the  crisp  April 
sky. 

Shortly  after,  there  is  another  family 
air  borne  and  then  another  and 
another,  but  no  more  than  100  for  that 
is  the  limit  of  population  for  this 
almost  extinct  bird.  Standing  almost 
seven  feet  tall  the  whooper  is  the 
tallest  of  all  North  American  birds.  In 
the  air  it  is  even  more  magnificient.  In 
flights,  the  white  wings  spread  six  feet 
in  width  and  the  black  tips  fan  out  like 
fingers  and  the  head  is  extended 
forward,  giving  one  the  impression  of 
the  famous  transoceanic  Concorde 
streaking  across  the  heavens.  The 


whoopers  great  white  wings  beat  a 
powerful  rhythm  with  a  quick  strong 
upward  flick  that  propells  the  bird 
forward  at  about  45  miles  an  hour 

Each  spring  this  beautiful  bird 
selects  the  third  week  in  April  to 
migrate  to  their  summer  home  at 
Wood  Buffalo  National  Park  between 
the  headwaters  of  the  Nyarling,  the 
Sass  and  the  Klewi  Rivers  in  the  sub- 
artic  delta  of  northern  Canada. 

It  is  coincidental  that  both  the 
United  States  and  Canada  have 
mutually  agreed  to  focus  on  COIN 
WEEK  on  the  same  third  week  in  April 
Both  countries  are  committed  to  the 
mutual  protection  of  the  endangered 
Whooping  Crane.  It  is  fitting  that  in 
this  exact  time  frame  the  mighty 
whooper  can  be  sighted  crossing  the 
common  borders  of  these  two  great 
countries.

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THE  ROMAN  FORUM

AMPHITHEATRUM  FLAVIANUM 

(The  Colosseum) 


Of  the  legacy  of  learning  art  and 
architecture  left  by  the  Romans,  no 
single  monument  is  so  awe  inspiring 
as  the  Colosseum.  The  Romans  would 
have  no  idea  of  the  word  Collosseum 
with  the  exception  that  it  meant 
something  of  great  size. 

The  man  or  woman  who  regularly 
attended  the  games  for  the  daily  or 
weekly  blood  baths  knew  this  building 
as  the  Flavian  Amphitheater  It  was 
begun  by  Vespasian  69-79  on  the  site 
of  a  part  of  Nero's  Golden  House.  This 
move  drew  great  praise  from  the 
people  for  they  felt  that  a  part  of  the 
public  grounds  were  returned  to  them 
which  had  been  stolen  from  them  for 
private  use  Three  years  later  in  A.U.C 
823  (80  A.D.)  it  was  completed  and 
inaugurated  by  his  son.  Titus  79-81 

It  is  elliptical,  rather  than  round,  in 
shape  and  measures  620  by  5 1 3  feet 
The  arena  measures  287  by  180  feet 
and  the  entire  structure  covers  six 
acres.  The  top  of  the  outer  wall  stands 
160  feet  high;  about  the  height  of  a 
modern  16  story  building.  The  mate¬ 
rials  used  in  building  this  wonder  are 
travertine,  a  porous  light-yellow  form 
of  lime  stone,  and  concrete.  The  outer 
wall  is  of  four  stories,  three  arcaded 
with  attached  Doric,  Ionic  and 
Corinthian  orders  (1)  and  the  top  is 
solid  with  Corinthian  pilasters  and 


windows.  Some  50,000  (2)  spectators 
could  be  seated  to  view  the  debacles 
of  blood  and  death  The  top  was  not 
covered  but  an  awning  could  be 
drawn  across  to  give  some  relief  from 
the  sun.  To  cover  as  well  as  possible 
the  odors  of  blood,  perspiration  and 
excreta  when  the  awning  was  drawn, 
perfumes  were  dropped  from  above 
the  crowd. 

Through  the  centuries  it  sustained 
damages  from  lightening,  earthquakes 
and  age.  On  several  occasions  it  was 
repaired.  When  we  visited  Rome  just 
last  year,  the  Collosseum  was  in  the 
process  of  being  restored.  The  outer 
wall  seemed  to  have  been  completed 
but  restoration  had  not  yet  commenced 
on  the  interior.  The  same  quarry  was 
being  used  for  the  restoration  mate¬ 
rials  as  was  used  in  the  time  of  Titus 
As  we  crossed  a  part  way  into  the 
arena,  the  thunderous  roar  of  the  mob 
could  still  be  heard  though  only 
faintly,  dimmed  by  the  centuries. 

Rome  was  proud  of  her  charnel 
house  and  a  sestertius  was  struck  on 
the  occasion  of  the  completion  of  the 
Colosseum.  It  seems  that  the  issuing 
authority  was  the  Senate  rather  than 
Titus.  This  coin  is  to  be  considered 
rare  as  all  photographs  that  this  writer 
has  seen  is  of  the  same  specimen 
located  in  the  British  Museum  (BMC 
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190;  RIC  110).  The  obverse  legend 
reads:  IMP  T  (CA)ES  VESP  AVG 
PM.TR.P  P  P  COS  VIII;  S  C  in  right 
and  left  field  Titus  is  seated  on  a 
curule  chair  amid  various  weapons 
and  holds  a  branch  and  a  roll. 

The  reverse  has  no  legend  but 
depicts  a  view  of  the  Colosseum 
showing  the  front  from  the  outside 
and  the  back  from  the  inside  Aisles 
can  be  seen  and  the  seats  are  filled 
with  spectators.  Many  of  the  archways 
are  filled  with  statues  and  all  seems  to 
be  very  faithfully  reproduced. 

Another  specimen  assigned  BMC 
191  is  similar  but  with  the  exception 
that  T  is  omitted  from  the  obverse 
legend  and.  most  unfortunately,  it  has 
sustained  heavy  wear  so  that  most  of 
the  details  of  the  reverse  are  obscured. 
RIC  gives  an  R(3)  and  if  we  may  use  the 
rarity  scale  of  RIC  Vol.  VI.  page  xvii, 
there  are  "up  to  10  specimens 
recorded."  But  if  we  are  to  use  the 
scale  of  RIC  Vol.  VII.  page  xviiii,  the 
number  is  "4-6  coins  known." 

Stevenson  cites  another  sestertius 
struck  by  Domitian  8 1  -96  shortly  after 
Titus  was  murdered  by  his  brother.  If 
this  was  an  authentic  coin,  neither 
BMC  or  RIC  records  an  example  bearing 
the  legend;  D1VO  AVG  T  DIV1 
VESPASIAN  S  C.(3)  The  same  source 
also  quotes  a  third  example  with 
legend:  CAES  D1VI  VESP  F 

DOMITIANVS  COS  VII  S  C.  But  again 
BMC  and  RIC  do  not  record  this  coin 

Several  of  the  emperors  made 
restorations  on  the  Colosseum  from 
time  to  time.  Antoninus  Pius  138-161 
repaired  it  but  if  any  coins  were  struck 
to  commemorate  this  event,  none 
have  survived.  Elagabalus  218-222 
started  repairs  after  it  had  been  damaged 


in  a  violent  storm,  being  struck  by 
lightening(4)  on  Aug.  23.  217.  during 
the  short  reign  of  Macrinus  217-218 
However,  the  completion  did  not  take 
place  until  223  A.D.  under  the  reign  of 
Severus  Alexander  222-235 

Three  denominations  bearing  the 
Colosseum  as  a  reverse  type  have 
been  reported  but  the  denarius  of 
Severus  Alexander  (Cohen  247. 
Rothelin  Collection)  if  authentic,  is 
now  lost.(5)  The  British  Museum  does 
contain  both  a  sestertius  and  an  as 
bearing  the  reverse  legend  PONTIF 
MAX  TRP  II  COS  P  P  S  C  and  the 
obverse  legend:  IMP  C  M  AVR  SEV 
ALF.XAND  AVG.  The  Colosseum  scene 
is  virtually  the  same  as  that  of  Titus 
with  two  notable  exceptions;  one 
being  much  loss  of  fine  detail  and 
workmanship  and  the  other  being  a 
partial  view  of  the  arena  in  which 
there  are  two  combatants  and  Severus 
Alexander  is  shown  sacrificing  on  an 
altar.  These  two  coins  given  RIC  410 
and  411  both  are  rated  R(4)  (Vol.  VI. 
"up  to  5  known"  and  Vol.  VII.  "2-3 
known”).  There  exists  a  superb 
aureus(6)  not  listed  in  BMC  or  RIC  and 
Kent  only  references:  'Hess- Leu 
1964  333;  cf.  BMC  156  " 

Gordian  HI  238-244  who  made 
restorations  did  not  strike  any  coins 
but  rather,  a  large  bronze  medallion(7) 
which  weighs  55.27  grams  and  mea¬ 
sures  about  36  mm  in  diameter  The 
obverse  legend  reads  IMP  GORDI.4NVS 
PIVS  FELIX  AVG.  Gordian  is  shown 
laureate  and  draped,  facing  left  and 
carry  ing  a  spear  and  a  shield  upon 
which  a  mounted  horseman  rides  left. 
The  reverse  legend  reads: 
MVNIF1CENT1A  GORD1ANI  AVG  The 
Colosseum  is  shown  similar  to  the 
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issue  of  Titus  but  with  more  loss  of 
fine  detail  than  that  of  Severus 
Alexander.  Again  the  arena  is  shown 
but  this  time  there  are  shown  a  bull 
fighting  an  elephant  and  rider.  Now  a 
statue  of  Fortuna  has  replaced  Severus 
Alexander  sacrificing. 

The  Colosseum  underwent  its  last 
major  repair  under  Valentinian  Ill 
425-455  and  fell  into  disuse  for  public 
spectacles  in  the  6th  Century(8).  The 
violent  earthquakes  of  the  1 3th  and 
1 4th  centuries  shook  down  a  con¬ 
siderable  portion  of  the  outer  arcade 
and  the  fallen  materials  provided  a 
quarry'  for  the  builders  of  the  palaces 
and  churches  of  the  Renaissance.(9)

George  V.  Edward  VIII, 
and  King  George  VI.  while  other  coins 
in  the  series  show  from  two  to  four 
kings,  including  the  Anglo-Saxon  kings 
Edward  the  Confessor  and  Harold  II 
dating  back  to  1042  and  on  through 
history's  pageant  of  Royal  Houses

Canada 
architectural  firn.  of  John  A. 
MacDonald  Architects  designed  a  1 3 
story  building  in  Edmonton  that  is 
known  as  "the  gold  building  on  Jasper 
Street"  Its  real  name,  though,  is 
Energy  Square. 

Although  this  building  features 
curved  corners,  almost  1 1 .000  square 
meters  of  office  space,  room  for 
parking  of  200  cars  and  a  lobby  with 
walls  and  floor  of  Italian  Botticino 
travertine  marble,  its  most  outstanding 
feature  is  its  gleaming,  reflective 
Polarpane  gold  glass  walls  which  offer 
a  mirror  image  of  Edmonton  while 
helping  make  it  the  most  efficient 
building  in  the  city.  It  is  the  first 
building  with  gold  reflective  glass  in 
Edmonton. 

While  gold  is  saving  energy  in 


Edmonton,  Canada,  an  application  of 
rich  gold  leaf  is  helping  to  protect  and 
embellish  one  of  the  most  distinctive 
landmarks  of  Denver.  Colo  -  the 
golden  dome  of  the  state  Capitol 

Among  the  most  important  reasons 
for  using  23  karat  gold  leaf  to  cover 
the  huge  dome  are  its  durability  and 
relatively  low  cost.  For  example,  the 
last  gold  leaf  covering  lasted  almost 
30  years;  and  at  today's  prices  of  gold 
and  labor,  gold  itself  represents  only 
about  14%  of  the  cost  of  the  dome¬ 
covering  project.

Congressman  Barry  Goldwater  Jr., 
son  of  the  former  Presidential  candi¬ 
date.  has  a  way  to  lick  the  U  S.  Postal 
Service's  $1.2  billion  deficit  -  he 
wants  to  sell  advertising  space  on 
postage  stamps  Under  Goldwater's 
Free  Enterprise  Postage  Stamp  pro¬ 
posal.  names  or  corporate  symbols  of 
businesses  could  be  printed  on  stamps 
for  a  20-cent  fee  per  stamp.  He 
estimates  this  will  produce  about  $1 .2 
billion  in  additional  revenue  for  the 
Postal  Service.  He  said  first  reactions 
from  the  Postal  Service  were  positive, 
but  not  so  from  stamp  collectors.  One 
collector  said  "It  could  make  stamp 
collecting  a  laughingstock.".

While  the  Hanukka  coin  is  already 
a  tradition  in  Israel,  the  first  silver 
coin  to  be  issued  specifically  for  the 
Christmas  season  and  to  refer  to  this 
both  in  design  and  description  is 
the  Christmas  coin  issued  by  the  Isle 
of  Man  in  1980.  This  sterling  silver 
coin,  weighing  15.50  grams,  has  a 
face  value  of  50  pence  and  features  an 
artist's  impression  of  Dickensian  coach 
and  horses  and  the  arrival  of  the 
paddle  steamer.  "Monas  Isle  from 
Liverpool  with  the  Christmas  mail  in 
December  1830  The  coin  was  struck 
by  the  Pobjoy  Mint.  Mint  House
